With red, white and blue rockets exploding over the 
waters of Sippican Harbor, Marion kicked off a weekend 
long birthday bash with both style and flare. 

A crowd in excess of 10,000 people made their 
way to the to the popular Marion beach to celebrate 
America's birthday with music, food, family and fire- 
works.

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity, and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

Also present were Selectman Roger Blanchette, Selectman 
Stephen Cushing, Town Administrator Paul Dawson and 
Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first approved one-day, all-alcohol li- 
censes for the Marion Music Hall for an event on October 
11, 2008; and also for the Marion Social Club for events on 
August 9 and August 23, with Selectman Cushing abstain- 
ing from the latter as a club member. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first discussed the draft Ambulance Billing Policy 
as previously presented to the board and the awarding of 
a contract for billing services in the aftermath of the June 
24 Public Hearing. 

"First of all, in terms of the affordable housing 
formula, the family median income that a family can have 
and still fall within the Brockton area (threshold) — in 
which the Town of Marion falls — is $76,000," Mr. Daw- 
son said. "Where I went wrong in the draft policy was the 
numbers I used were the actual poverty-level thresholds. 
The Hill-Burton Guidelines, as pointed out by Helen 
Westergard, are actually the poverty level times two ... so 
the numbers should have been doubled." 

Mr. Dawson added that under the state's Com- 
monwealth Care Plan, the thresholds are actually one- 
and-a-half times the poverty levels. 

Based on these current figures, an average fam- 
ily with three persons would have to meet the federal 
poverty threshold of $17,600, or $26,400 under the Com- 
monwealth Care Plan and $35,200 under the Hill-Burton 
Guidelines, in order to be eligible for a waiver from pay- 
ing for ambulance services. 

Mr. Dawson recommended the town use these 
numbers along with the Hill-Burton Guidelines to deter- 
mine eligibility for ambulance bill waivers and proceed 
with the ambulance billing policy as drafted.

'The bottom line here is: the Town of Marion is 
not interested in becoming any type of collection agency 
... and it's not our goal to start a full-time ambulance 
service/' Mr. Dawson stressed. "Nothing is perfect, but 
I do think this is the best we can come up with. As we 
gain some time and experience, I'm sure it will have to be 
adjusted." 

"It certainly fits the goal that I've always had — to 
derive some revenue through private insurance, HMOs, 
Medicare and Medicaid ... this is a benefit we can derive 
and write it off the books, so-to-speak," Chairman Henry 
said. "I concur with your recommendations." 

"I want to make it very clear that our ambulance 
service should stay as-is — as a part-time service run by 
the EMS," Selectman Blanchette agreed. 

"I feel a lot more comfortable with these num- 
bers," Selectman Cushing added. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to adopt 
the Ambulance Billing Policy as drafted and then amend- 
ed by Mr. Dawson.

munities that use each vendor, Mr. Dawson said he did 
not receive one unfavorable recommendation for either 
company.

performance evaluations for various town employees 
under contract. "The basic process is the same, but there 
are forms you need to follow/' he said. 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson noted they are in the process 
of reappointing various board and committee members 
for the new fiscal year, but "they aren't going very well/' 
he said, noting that only about 30 percent have responded 
to the written requests which were sent out.

Referencing the Marion Housing Trust Chairman's 
Letter to the Editor in area publications on June 12, Reg Foster 
wrote: 'The expansion of Little Neck Village is a critical initia- 
tive to create 30-48 more badly needed affordable housing units 
for Marion. It enjoys the broad support of every Marion town 
board, committee and department. It is essential that the project 
be approved as soon as possible, so that Marion will henceforth 
be immunized against new, unfriendly Chapter 40B projects." 

With this "immunization" goal in mind, the Housing 
Trust moved quickly to prepare an RFP and to seek approval 
from all Marion town boards at a meeting in May after which 
the RFP was released to potential developers. Then at the An- 
nual Town Meeting on May 20, Marion town officials attempted 
to quietly pass Article 28, describing it to voters as a "simple, 
administration warrant article" but was, in truth, an article to 
convey the acreage at Little Neck Village to the Housing Trust 
who would ultimately convey the land for lease or sale to the 
chosen developer. The article was defeated through efforts by 
Little Neck Village residents and other town meeting members 
because this expansion proposal is the wrong thing to do, for the 
wrong reasons, and in the wrong location.

posal did not rally behind the project, those being the residents 
of Little Neck Village. Little Neck Village residents were never 
consulted to ask whether they agreed with this strategy, includ- 
ing the inclusion of mixed age, mixed income housing units to 
sweeten the deal for the developers. Instead, expansion plans for 
two large buildings were presented, along with the demolition 
of their present dwellings and the prospect of being moved out 
to places unknown. None of the Little Neck Village residents are 
in favor of the town's proposed expansion. 

It is inconceivable to think of cramming two large 
institutional buildings into this small but beautiful environment 
along with parking for fifty or more ungaraged automobiles 
causing noise and congestion. When visitors come to visit Little 
Neck Village as it is presently situated, with unobtrusive garden 
apartment units that fit perfectly into the natural environment, 
they remark that it is a truly beautiful and very peaceful place. 
The current dwellings are surrounded by tall pine trees and 
a small enclave of forest land which is the habitat for many 
small animals and birds including deer, turkeys and raccoons 
... as well as rare species of birds and reptiles. Destroying this 
environment would be a travesty, as would imposing a mixed- 
age housing development on the residents who moved to Little 
Neck Village because it was for the elderly. 

Unless one of the bidders has proposed garden apart- 
ments for the elderly, to add to what is now in place for those 
currently on the waiting list, we respectfully request, once again, 
that the Marion Housing Trust not proceed on the expansion of 
Little Neck Village and seek available land elsewhere for afford- 
able housing in Marion.

A Cottage Garden on South Street displays a palette of 
intense greens — highlighted with soft pink, warm white, 
and periwinkle blue. Shaped beds, stonework, and a 
curved pathway guide the visitor past holly hedges, hos- 
tas, and a mix of hydrangea to the backyard. 

The Hermitage is an historic property located at 
the head of Sippican Harbor where the commanding view 
made it an ideal location for a Native American meeting 
ground. Early in the 1600s, pilgrims brought their cattle 
from Plymouth to graze in a warmer location during the 
winter. The small guest house in the courtyard is an origi- 
nal building. The present owners purchased the property 
from George Delano in 1916. Since then the original farm- 
house has been replaced, but the gardens inside the stone 
walls are more than 100 years old. 

And finally The Moorings, located on Converse 
Point in Marion, is surrounded on three sides by Buz- 
zards Bay. The gardens remain much as they were more 
than 100 years ago: hedge enclosed front gardens, cutting 
and vegetable gardens to the west side of the house, a sea- 
swept sunken garden on the bay side lined with fieldstone 
walls, and a glass-enclosed camellia garden off the dining 
room.

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Movie Review 



Superbad

Hancock. Starring Will Smith and Jason Bateman. Directed by 
Peter Berg. Running time: 92 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

A powerful being who does more harm than good isn't funny 
— it's scary. Scarier still, at least to some citizens of this great land, 
is a powerful black being. (Remember that in the fall, when what Jon 
Stewart calls "Baracknophobia" swings into high gear.) Still, Hancock, 
starring Will Smith as a drunken, surly superman who costs Los An- 
geles more in property damage than the bank robberies he's wantonly 
trying to stop, doesn't get much into race — at first. Hancock isn't 
hated because he's a black superman — he's hated, like Jack Smurch 
in James Thurber's satirical story "The Greatest Man in the World," 
because he has remarkable gifts and yet is still a jerk. (He's like Mike 
Tyson without the clammy psychosexual unease.) At the same time, 
he's every racist's worst stereotypical nightmare — an embodiment 
of what crackers think blacks will do with a little power (get drunk, 
bust stuff up, sleep on park benches). 

It's good — isn't it? — that Will Smith, probably Hollywood's 
most valuable African- American player, feels comfortable enough to 
take on a role like Hancock. (Much as I admire him as a filmmaker, 
I shudder to think what Spike Lee will have to say about it.) Smith 
invests Hancock with enough of his offhand charisma to put us on 
his side no matter how much damage he wreaks. Hancock isn't evil; 
he's just lost, the only superhuman on earth (as far as he knows), and 
he'd rather be left alone to drain bottles and forget how weird his life 
is. He muscles through the movie under a cloud of sarcasm: at this 
point he's so bored by criminals he just plants himself in their back 
seat during a police pursuit, waiting for them to be stupid so he can 
make this outing somewhat worth his while. 

Teaming Will Smith the alcoholic Superman with Jason Bateman 
was a stroke of casting genius. Bateman is Ray, a struggling worker 
bee in public relations, whose life Hancock saves; Ray pays him back 
by offering to improve Hancock's image. Ray's young son (Jae Head) 






idolizes Hancock; his wife Mary (Charlize Theron) doesn't — she can 
hardly stand to be in the same room with him, it seems. Theron sum- 
mons up some power in her sparring with Smith, who makes Hancock 
baffled and intrigued — who is this woman who seems to have as much 
contempt for him as he does for most humans? Scurrying around all 
this, trying to make everyone happy, Bateman draws on his quick- 
witted Michael Bluth groundedness and keeps the movie founded 
on humanity. (It's also a treat for Arrested Development fans to see him 
reunited with Theron, his girlfriend in the "Mr. F" storyline.) 

Directed by the perpetually underrated Peter Berg, Hancock 
delivers the comic-book thrills with a twist — the movie may have 
scooped what the Iron Man sequels probably intend, making Tony 
Stark an erratic drunk useless as a hero. The script's iconoclastic take 
on powerful immortals took me back to Alan Moore's Miracleman, of 
all things, wherein the god met a goddess, making his mortal wife 
feel like a weak bag of meat. The film leaves us with a lot to chew on 
vis-a-vis race and power, especially when Hancock learns more about 
his past (shrouded in amnesia) — it's not the usual toothless riff on 
Richard Pryor's "Supernigger" routine. Some have voiced issues with 
the third act, but that's where I felt it got really interesting. Though 
not based on an existing comic book, Hancock is like a graphic novel 
that perhaps leads to a regular series — at least I hope it does, either 
onscreen or on the comics racks. It's certainly the most complexly 
ornery superhero flick we're likely to get this summer.
